S I L V E R RE M O N E TIZA TIO N . 
Next to the tariff in point cf interest is 
the silver question—Shall silver be re 
monetized? 
This question has been regarded as 
beyond the capacity of ordinary mortals, 
and so has teen left to the management 
and control of Wall street, to the owners 
of fixed capital everywhere, until the 
weslth cf the country bes found its wty 
into the hands of the few at the expense 
of the many, and to day our country 
numbers over eight thousand million­ 
aires, their wealth rating from 3200,000,- 
000 downwards. Twenty of these per., 
sons can be caned who can control any 
one of the great productions cf the coun­ 
try—all the wheat, all the corn, all the 
cotton with their pocket money. 
Oar fathers provided against the evils 
of the law of primogeniture, but a won® 
law than of primogeniture is here. Which 
is the worst, an aristocracy cf wealth 
coming down by descent or a plutocracy 
of money cbtamed through a system cf 
laws that allow the wily manipulation of 
all the products of iLdustry, so as to en­ 
able combines and treses to reap all the 
profits of the producing laboriog classes. 
The tariff, too, instead of being ad 
justed to aid the producing, consuming 
and manufacturing classes has been de­ 
cidedly in the interest of fixed capita), 
the main object being to fill the treasury 
to enhance the price of bonds. 
And the present bill before oongres* 
will be a diappoinlmeLt in this, that it* 
does not largely increase the free list. 
What good reason is there f_-r keeping a 
high tariff on coal, on salt, sugar, lum­ 
ber, hemp, and a thousand other articles, 
and take it off luxuries—alcohol and ti 
bacao. 
That a tariff is necessary, nay. 
indispensible, levied with a view to prc- 


mote our own productions end protect 
our own labor as well as proviie reve­ 
nues to support the government, no wi?e 
man will deny, but wisdom would seem 
to dictate Ina! the industries of the pro­ 
ducer, consumer 
and 
manufacturer 
would be greatly benefited by raising our 
revenue from a greatly dimini'hed num­ 
ber of articles. 
The demonetization of silver in 1873 
was the work of a conspire/ accom­ 
plished by a trick, a (laud upon the 
country. It was the work cf no one po­ 
litics! party. The bondholder* and fixed 
capitalists in both parties acted in con­ 
cert—both sought to destroy half the real 
money of the country. It bas done just 
what it was designed to accomplish— 
made money dearer aud dearer. 
For 
eighty years the two metals, gold ana 
silver, bad worked tide by side in pet feet 
harmony,—412? £ grains of silver being 
the standard unit of veiner,and 2 5 ^ 
grains of geld its equivalent. W ith the 
degradation cf t fiver all the burden was 
placed on geld. It was es unwise as for a 
man with a team of two good horses to 
deliberately cripple and disable one of 
tftem. With the degradation of silver 
the two metals drew apart in value. Sil­ 
ver depreciated and gold appreciated 
ooirespondmgly. With the depreciation 
of 
silver 
every other 
species of 
property 
except 
gold and 
evi­ 
dences of 
indebtedness have falle- 
jU 
value. 
Take 
wheat or cotton 
or oorn, or farms in the older portion of 
the country for Uprears since the d e . 
monetization of silver, and the annual 
depreciation has been just about 2 per 
oeDt. The exactness of tnis estimate is 
surprising when carefully examined. 
W hen silver was demonet ized it was worth 
31-29 per ounce and 3 per cent premium 
over geld. 
I t has fallen 35 cents an 
ouooe and yet you oan boy to-day bb 
much property with silver at bullion 
rates as you could in 1873 when it wa9 
worth 3132, showing conclusively that 
the debasement of silver has carried all 
values but gold, and evidences of indebt­ 
edness down with it. This is just what 
was intended by the conspirators. As a 
result of this wicked conspiracy to raiee 
the value of fixed capital, money has be­ 
come very dear. Not that rates of in­ 
terest are high, bees use when money ie 
dear rates are always iow; (I) because 
with low 
rates just as muoh of the 
unnecessaries of life can be obtained* 
but chiefly because capitalists will not 
invest in property when it is falling or in 
business when profits 
ara uncertain, 
They 
prefer 
to 
loan 
their 
cap­ 
ital 
at 
best 
rates 
obtainable 
But the rate of interest does not de­ 
termine the dearness t f money. If A. 
loans B. 3100, it is not B.’s money, bot 
bt longs to A. and must be returned to A. 
at a stated time with use. B at suppose 
B. wants to buy that money and own it 
himself, gire wheat or corn or any other 
production for U, thee. A. at the present 
time wants the earth. 
The legislation demonetizing silver 
changed the obligation of every oontr&ot 
existing at that time. If the intention 
had been to paralyze industry and make 
debts perpetual, no more sinister scheme 
could have been devised. Is this state 
of things attributable to demonetization* 
and are the low prices of farmer's pro­ 
ducts acd the unrest that prevades all 
the producing classes attributable to 
this came? Very muck of it. I t is im­ 
possible in a short article to go fa'ly into 
details. But take a single illustration. 
By this legislation we practically reduc­ 
ed all our silver to a commodity aud we 
allow England to fix absolu tely the price 
of all our silver bullion. 
Qootalions in 
New York and San Francisco, an fixed, 
by London quotations. 
England bojo 
our bullion at an average of 91 cent an 
ounoe. It wa? worth when degraded 
132 oents * She ooins it into a dollar 
smalls than our*, ships it to India or 
other silver standard nations, buys wheat 
cotton cr other productions, pays for u 
in silver com that has cost not over 72 
oents to the dollar, and can afford when 
the wheat or other articles reaches En­ 
gland or any part of Europe 
to sell it 
thirty-five percent, less than if it had been 
bought with gold. 
By this operation 
she not only makes money, bat she shute 
oat the American produce from the mar­ 
ket so long aa there is a bushel of Indian 
rn heat or other production to be obtain­ 
ed. Toe difference agamist the American 
farmer or planter is 35 per cent. 
This with the low price of labor, IO 
oents a day, destroys absolutely our pro­ 
duce market. Of the worlds silver pro­ 
duction 
i England 
famishes 
only 
seyen 
per 
cent. 
We 
far 
msh 50 per cent and the grefi mortifica­ 
tion is that we furnish England with 
oheap silver in return for which she does 
not, unlees necessity compels it, buy our 
products but uses it to beat out our 
friends. Does any one suppose that she 
would ba allowed tododbis if the Plutoc­ 
racy of 
our own country were not 
shareholders with her in the great in­ 
iquity against 
the 
productive 
in­ 
terests 
of 
this 
oouDtry. 
Is 
it 
not 
about 
time 
to 
right 
this 
great wrong, acd is it not about time to 
tax the L oonies cf these 18,000 mi liou- 
a res ranging from 350,000 to 310,000 OOO 
per annum, many cf whom do not pay es 
muoh tax to suppott the goverr blent as 
some cf our farmers. Congress is con­ 
sidering this question, aud the plain in­ 
dications are that something will be done 
in che right direction; but whether fall 
remonetizatioa will be restored, remains 
to be seen. as the grip of tho money 
power on that body will only surrender 
by compulsion. 
There is too mu:h un­ 
rest among farmers and too much id’e- 
ness and poverty among the laboring 
classes for the good cf the country. The 
beet way to oure this state of things is to 
give each individual the utmost reward 
for his own efforts, and to take oare that 
no one individual is sl’owed to obtain 
vast wealth by mischievous devices which 
create that wealth at the cost of others

Schools Broken Up ami Political Troubles 
Growing—Other News From Over 
the Ocean. 


London*, April 3.—The Berlin corres­ 
pondent of the Chronicle says that a 
partially successful attempt has been 
made upon the life of the Czar. 
Tho 
name of the would-be assassin and the 
kind of weapon used are not known. 
The universities at St. Petersburg 
have.been closed on account of the dis­ 
covery of a conspiracy among the stu­ 
dents. 
Three hundred students of the 
St. Petersburg university assembled, in­ 
tending to march in a body to the Uni­ 
versity of Public Instruction, but were 
dispersed by the police, who arrested 175 
of them. Three hundred students of the 
Technological institute and many pupils 
of the School of Forestry and tho Acad­ 
emy of Medicine have been arrested for 
taking part In seditious meetings. 
Fifteen of tho students arrested in 
Moscow* will be tried on the chargo of 
being political revolutionists; forty-two 
have been expelled from the university; 
forty-four will b§ subjected to minor 
punishments, and the remainder will be 
released. 
Disorders will hereafter be considered 
a sign of revolutionary plans in connec­ 
tion with the agitation in foreign coun­ 
tries regarding the treatment of polit­ 
ical prisoners in Siberia and the recent 
letter of Mme. Tschebrikova to the Czar. 
Sixty-seven students at the Kharkov 
university have been arrested and eleven 
expelled. 
The Transcript's St. Petersburg corre­ 
spondent says: “The peasants are rising 
in Riazan and blood has already been 
shed. 
Tho agitation is spreading to Fin­ 
land and Poland, and gendarmes and 
Cossacks have been sent to quell disor­ 
der. The excitement is intense. Every­ 
body sympathizes with the students.” 
The Czar Said to lie Very 111. 
L ondon, April 
3.—The Daily Tele­ 
graph published a special dispatch to­ 
day from St. Petersburg announcing 
that the Czar has been suddenly taken 
ill, and that his death might be expected 
at any moment. . He has been quite ill 
for some time, it is said, but the truth 
had been kept from tho public.

Lieutenant Elders, who left Pangani 
for Mt. Kilima Njaro with a detach­ 
ment of Major Wissmann’s troops, has 
sent a dispatch stating that Dr. Peters 
and Lieutenant Tiedmann, with forty 
porters belonging to Dr. Peters’ party 
are safe. Lieutenant Tiedmann however 
tl\e dispatch says, is suffering from a 
slight wound.

A lthough Mr. Reid*has persistently de­ 
clined to be interview ed he has not hesi­ 
tated to talk freely to friends.

Mr. Reid believes that a European w ar 
is im pending and th a t all the great 
powers desire the friendship of the 
U nited States. 
T his he thinks accounts 
for th e very unusual dogree of intim acy 
which exists betw een the Bismarcks, 
fath er and son, and our m inister at 
Berlin. 
W hen Count 
H erbert 
Bis­ 
m arck’s equipage was known to have 
aw aited the arrival of W illiam W alter 
Phelps there was a distinct sensation in 
diplom atic circles. 
‘Over thoro,” said Mr. Reid, “ ovory 
event of this sort m eans som ething. 
A 
smile, a nod, or a bow has its cu rren t 
valuo in diplom atic exchange. 
T hen 
Count Bism arck was Mr. Phelps’ spon­ 
sor for m em bership at tho Fencing club, 
the m ost aristocratic club of Berlin. 
Phelps and the Bism arcks were con­ 
stantly seen together, and when the 
prem ier took his final leave of diplo­ 
m atic life, of all the representatives of 
th e groat powers none was Invited to be 
near him but Mr. Phelps. 
European 
diplom ates havo been puzzled to acount 
for these things. 
T his cordial fraternization between 
republican and im perialist is owing to 
tw o causes. T he first is th a t Mr. Phelps, 
a fte r he had finished his education in 
A m erica, w ent to a school in Germ any 
to acquire the language. Count H erbert 
B ism arck was a pupil at this school, and 
th ere th e acquaintance begun which has 
resulted so favorably for onr country. 
I t has enabled our m inister to get a t the 
real head of th e Germ an governm ent 
w henever he chose, a thing th a t has 
never existed before. 
Mr. Phelps will 
be able to do very much tow ard the re­ 
moval of restrictions upon American 
commerce, and he will probably be able 
to have th e order prohibiting th e im­ 
portation of Am erican m eats and lard 
rescinded.” 
T here is a good deal of interest m ani­ 
fested os to w hat possible topic Mr. 
Phelps and Prince Bism ark were dis­ 
cussing for two hours the day the latte r 
resigned. 
T he state departm ent has 
been p retty fully advised as to the sub­ 
jects in question. 
T he Prince w anted 
to know first w hat th is 
Pan-A m erican 
business was about, and secondly the 
purpose of the U nited S tates in strength 
ening her navy so enormously. 
H e was 
told th a t the oblects of the Pan-A m eri­ 
can m eeting had been fully set forth ie 
tho circular calling it and th a t the pur< 
pose of the U nited S tates in strengthen* 
ing her navy was to be able to carry o f 
eaty the might make with 
the Republics sooth of her. 
Apropos 
of unusual courtesies 
ex­ 
tended 
by Prince B ism arck to Mr. 
Phelps there is a m anifest disposition by 
th e heads of all th e great powers to bo 
particularly civil to A m ericans. 
T he 
reason is easy to tee. 
In the event of 
a war it would be 
very convenient to 
have friendly ports to p u t into for re 
fitting and obtaining supplies. 


ABOUND THE WORLD IN A SADDLE. 


D iscouraging Crop R eports from All th e 
N orthw estern States. 
Chicago, April 3.—T he following will 
appear in the next issue of the Farm ers’ 
Review: 
“ Outside of K ansas the reports from 
our crop correspondents relative to the 
condition of w inter w heat are very dis­ 
couraging. 
Particularly is th is true of 
Illinois and Indiana, w here the average 
for the S tate will fall alm ost as low as 
th a t of Wisconsin. 
B ut six counties in 
Illinois out of the entire report for th a t 
S tate—viz., Carroll, Clay, H enderson, 
K ankakee, Lee, and P eoria—estim ate 
the present condition of w inter w heat 
IOO per cent. 
In all other counties tile 
reports of dam age range from IO to GO 
per cent, tw o counties, E dgar and Ran­ 
dolph. placing the injury at the la tte r 
high figure. 
It Is safe to say th a t the 
average condition of 
w heat in th is 
S tate outside the favored counties m en­ 
tioned above is from 30 to 40 per cent 
below the usual average at this season. 
“ T he same state of affairs prevails in 
Indiana, but seven counties—viz., M ar 
tin, 
W ashington. 
Brown, 
E lkhart, 
Greene, Jasp er and L a G range—report­ 
ing ‘condition good.’ 
T he per cent of 
dam age is the same, three correspon­ 
dents estim ating the injury at 60 per 
cent, many others reporting 40 and 50 
per cent. 
The bottom lands In Floyd 
county have been twice overflowed and 
are now under w ater. 
“ O ur Ohio reports m ake a better 
average, but show a great decline in the 
•ast few weeks. 
Adams, Ashtabula, 
A thens, 
B utler, 
Columbiana, 
Erie, 
Guernsey, Huron, Jackson. Noble, Por­ 
tage, Ross, Trum bull, and Tascaraw as 
counties report condition IOO per cent or 
over. 
In all other counties from which 
we have reports the dam age will range 
from IO to 40 per cent, the average of in­ 
jury being about 20 per cent. 
K entucky reports show a falling off 
of about 12 per re n t on the general 
average for the State since our last re­ 
port. 
W heat fields in many counties 
are still uninjured and in prom ising con­ 
dition, but the loss In other counties 
has been severe. 
“ The average for Missouri runs about 
6 V* per cont lower than at tho date of 
our last report, 
although there are 
m any counties in w hich the condition is 
said to be good. 
“ K ansas continues to hold her own 
bravely, the reports showing only a 
slig h t decline from the average last re­ 
ported. 
Fifteen counties report Injury 
from frost and dry cold winds ranging 
from IO to 
20 per cent, but in the 
m ajority of tho counties heard from con­ 
dition is reported IOO per cent or over. 
“ In M ichigan and W isconsin the con­ 
dition of w heat has continued to de­ 
cline. 
B ut two counties in the last 
named State. Dane aud Eau Claire, re­ 
port condition 
IOO per cent. 
O ther 
counties have suffered from 10 to 50 per 
cent. 
Chippewa, Portage, and Sheboy­ 
gan counties are still covered will* snow 
and W aushara county is said to be 
‘mostly under ice and w ater.’ 
B arry is 
the only county in M ichigan in which 
the w heat is said to be in good condition. 
Em m et and Grand T raverse counties are 
as yet snow-covered. 
“ W’e summarize the reports of corres­ 
pondents relative to condition as fol­ 
lows: Illinois, 76 per c e n t;‘Indiana, 76 
per cent; Ohio, 83 per cent; Missouri, 
84 per cent; K entucky, 87 per cent; 
Kansas, ’>2 per cent; W isconsin, 72 per 
cent; M ichigan, 67 per cent.”

work of preparing the land, 
planting, 
seeding and cultivating the crop is not 
done in a thorough manner or in good 
season, and in consequence the yield is 
light 
and the 
profit 
small.

general rule a light yield 
indicates 
a 
higher cost than a good crop. 
It is 
possible of course to go to 
the 
other 
extreme and increase the cost to such 
an extent that the 
profit is 
reduced. 
Hut in tho majority of cases

C leaning H orses' Legs. 


In answer to the questions of a sub­ 
scriber to an English paper, 
“ What 
should I do to clean my horses’ legs of 
mud when they come in from work on 
clayey land? 
Should they be washed 
or would that be dangerous from cold? 
Is it a good plan to 
clip the 
hair 
off 
the legs of 
farm 
horses?” 
these an­ 
swers are given: 
The danger 
is not 
so much in risk of cold as 
in causing 
an inflamed condition of 
the skin of 
the legs, giving rise to cracked heels, 
and a tendency to grease. 
It is not a 
good plan to clip the hair off the 
legs 
of farm horses for the 
same 
reason. 
The hair acts as a protection against 
actual contact between 
dirt 
and 
ir­ 
ritating material and the 
skin, 
while 
although wet this hair serves to keep 
thp f'xtrprnities « arm. 
W tubing 
it 


rarely m ore than h a lf done, the d irt It 
washed in instead of off, or the driver 
is contented to throw a bucket or 
two 
of water over the legs or to 
drive 
a 
horse into a pond. 
This, however, is 
by no means the worst feature of wash­ 
ing; it is 
leaving the 
feet 
wet 
that 
causes the mischief, for it is often that 
*m an has neither time nor inclination 
to rub the 
heels dry when they are 
fully feathered. 
Left 
wringing wot 
' chaps and cracks result, or the skin 
secretion 
becomes 
perverted, 
and 
grease occurs. 
But if we may neither 
clip the legs nor wash them, how are 
the legs to 
be cleaned? 
When 
the 
horse comes in wet and muddy, scrape 
off the thickest of the d irt then puton 
an old set of bandages and let the re­ 
mainder dry. 
Even if it remains till 
the next morning no harm 
is done- - 
less certainly than if the legs are half 
washed and left wet. 
Generally the 
legs are quite dry while the driver is 
engaged 
in other work, and 
either 
then or next morning the dandy brush 
11 and curry comb will get 
out the re­ 
mainder.
